tative of the state association. 


A committee of five was appointed 
by the temporary chairman of Mon­ 
day’s meeting to draw up a call 
for 
the permanent organization meeting. 
The com mi **'•<•, which is composed of 
John H. Kiplinger, Douglas Morris, 
Robert A. Inn is, l*hi| W ilk and Yern 
W . Norris, will meet at the county 
auditor's office tonight to make pre­ 
parations for the meeting. 


A group of twenty-two represent«- 
tivc men of the •community was in­ 
vited to meet Mr. Young and hear 
an explanation o f the plans of the 
state association, which has 
been 
in existence only since September of 
this year, but which has 
accomp­ 
lished tangible results in 
effecting 
savings for the taxpayers of Marion 
county. 


Mr. Young said that the state as­ 
sociation planned to organize every 
county in the state, and he asserted 
that in the four counties previous to 
Rush, which have been organized, the 
ame keen interest was shown in the 
enterprise, as had 
been 
displayed 
here.

It is provided that the county as­ 
sociations shall be 
organized 
by 
townships, with every jtownship being 
represented on the befard o f direc­ 
tors, and that they shall In* entirely 
separate from the state organization,

The purpose of the state associa­ 
tion, as set forth in the articles of 
association, is “ to 
aid, 
encourage 
and promote the reduction of public 
expenses and taxes in the state 
of 
Indiana, and in the counties, cities 
and 
other 
political 
sub-divisions 
thereof.”

island mid the exploitation of the 
natives by the Spanish people. 


“ The most hopeful 
sign 1 find, 
however,” he added,” is the desire 
on the part of the children for in­ 
formation. 
They arc attentive and 
they all want to go to school.” 


“ I sometimes think,” Mr. Thomas 
said in this <*onm tion,” that

TWELVE BODIES ARE 


RECOVERED FROM MINE 


Thirty NUn Believed Enlombed 
in 
Coal Mine Near Beckley. W. Va. 
Following Explosion 


FEARS FOR THEIR SAFETY 


(Ey United Press) 


Beckley, W . Va., Nov. fi— Twelve 
bodies have been recovered from the 
i>it of the Raleigh Wyoming 
C«»al 
Company, Glen. Rogers mine, 
near 
here, which was wrecked by an ex­ 
plosion this morning, according to a 
statement issued at noon today by 
company officials. Thirty men arc be­ 
lieved still entombed, th«** statement 
said. 
Sixty-five workers went down the 
main shaft o f the mine 
at 
dawn. 
Twenty-three made their way to the 
surface soon after the blast. They 
were uninjured. 
Mine 
officials 
expressed 
grave 
fears for the fate of the thirty men 
who have not come up. 
Rescue squads were making head­ 
way through the debris in the mine 
at noon and several more bodies 
were being extricated, the mine offi­ 
cials said. 
The cause of the blast has 
not 
been determined definitely, but it is 
believed to have resulted from 
a 
oocket of gas collecting far 
back 
in ' the mine.

Simple Process Turns W aste Products 
of M ussels Into Good Fertilizer, 
Hog Food and Chicken Feecl. 


The farmers of this country will re­ 
ceive direct benefit from recent ex­ 
periments conducted by the govern­ 
ment in conserving the waste products 
of American mussel fisheries, accord­ 
ing to a report recently issued by one 
of ths bureaus in the Department of 
Agriculture. 
Crushed mussel shells, from middle 
western streams, have been shown to 
be the equal of crushed oyster shells 
as a source of lime for laying hens. 
V The 
greatest industry 
connected 
with the mussel resources of this 
country Is that centering around fresh 
water pearl shefls. 
Thousands of dol­ 
lars can now be saved annually by 
the production of poultry grit from 
the w’aste left after the shell has been 
cut for button blanks. 
Defective or 
broken blanks are put ino a huge 
crusher, and the resulting dust has 
been found useful as an ingredient 
for stock food for hogs, as well as 
pouUry. 
Another important result of recent 
experiments 
show*ed 
that 
mussel 
meats may be used for fertilizer and 
also hog food. At the experiment sta­ 
tion of the Bureau of Fisheries at 
Fairport, Iowa, ground mussel meats 
have been found to be acceptable to 
■hickens when moistened to make a 
nash and mixed with grain. Dry mus­ 
sel meats are a suitable food for 
chickens, having about the same value 
is fish meal. 
Last year the Bureau of Fisheries 
rescued approximately 140,000,000 fish 
from the overflow* waters of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley streams.

value of those fishes was estimated at 
*vcr $6,000,0.00.

PEARL FISHERIES FORM 
UNIQUE INDUSTRY 


Women 
Important 
Factors in 
Novel Occupations Centering 
Around Rivers in Missis­ 
sippi Valley. 


The pearl fisheries of this country 
are opening up new occupations for 
women. 
Eight thousand women are 
now said to be engaged in industries 
centering around th© taking of fresh 
water shells from the rivers of the 
Mississippi valley. 
American 
women 
in 
increasing 
numbers are being drawn into the 
work of pearling and shelling. 
They 
not only take the shells from the wa­ 
ters in their search for pearls, but 
they know how to carefully cook out 
the mussel m eats and sort the shells 
that are suitable for the manufacture 
of pearl buttons. 
f 
Travelers along the rivers of mid­ 
dle western states often see women 
attending the vats in which they cook 
the mussels in order to remove the 
meats from the shells. 
These vats 
are Vmude, cast iron affairs, heated by 
driftwood fires. 
Women Expert Operators 
The first factory to make fresh 
water pearl buttons was opened in 
Muscatine in 1891. and this city is still 
headquarters for the industry. Women 
and girls do many different types of 
work. 
They do the grinding by which 
the rough bark of a shell Is removed., 
and they are skillful operators of the 
automatic machines. 


Home W ork a Feature 
One very Important feature of the 
unique industry which has grown up 
around the fresh water mussel fish* 
erles of this country is the work that 
can be done by women in their own 
homes. 
The placing of buttons on 
cards gives occupation to hundreds ol 
women. 
The city of” Muscatine has 
long been accustomed to the sight of 
women with their many little telescope 
grips, which carry buttons to and 
from the factories. 
The sorting and 
grading of buttons is distinctly a fera* 
inine occupation.

SiLA G E E X P E R IM E N T S 
STARTED AT PURDUE 


A great part of the winter feed of 
the dairy cows of Indiana is made up 
of silage. Corn makes up the most 
of this sileage, but sunflowers, 
be­ 
cause of their large yield, have been 
used with some suyeess as a 
silage 
crop in many parts of the country. 


Last year for the first time sun ­ 
flower silage was fed to dairy cows 
at the Purdue ITwversity Agricultur­ 
al Experiment Station, an d results 
favorable to sunflower silage were 
obtained in comparing sunflower sil­ 
age; mixed corn and sunflower sil­ 
age and corn silage. A similar trial 
is being started again this fall 
the 
results of which should be available 
about the first of the year. 


Another silage experiment is 
also 
being started making a comparison 
between the v a l u e for milk produc­ 
tion of silage made from yellow dent 
corn and that made from a common 
variety of ensilage corn. The ensil­ 
age corn has been out-yielding 
the 
yellow dent com in tonnage, 
and 
this comparison is expected to show 
the relative milk producing value of 
these two kinds of corn when made 
nto silage.

BALANCED RATION PAYS 
BROWN CO. PRODUCERS 


Of the 51 farmers in Brown coun­ 
ty keeping egg records in the state 
Contest conducted by the poultry ex ­ 
tension division of Purdue university 
32 are feeding a balanced ration and 
10 are feeding unbalanaeed rations. 
The 32 cooperators feeding a bal­ 
anced^ ration are using the Purdue 
Standard Laying Ration and are us­ 
ing tankage as the animal protein in 
the'mash. The 19 feeding the unbal­ 
anced ration are feeding corn ami 
wheat, corn alone, corn, wheat and 
bran or com, bran and shorts. The 
ten best records of the Hock where 
a balanced ration is fed, received an 
average of 9 8 eggs per hen from 
a 
total of 1053 he,ns during the 
six 
months’ period, Murc.h 1 to August 
31. During the same time, the 
9 12 
hens in the ten best flocks receiving 
in unbalanced ration, laid an aver­ 
age of 01 eggs per hen. The hens re­ 
ceiving an animal 
protein in 
the 
mash laid 37 eggs more per hen than 
those which have received no animal 
•irotein in tbe^mash. The flocks 
fed 
tankage are still laying while those 
which received no tankage or other 
ininial protein have about quit lay­ 
ing. The best flock composed of 140 
White Leghorns have laid an aver- 
ge of 124.9 eggs per hen during the 
ix months, March 1 to August 
31. 
This flock has had the best of care 
and received the Purdue Laying Ra­ 
tion.

Agent and dqirvmen of Allen County 
have been studying the milk market 
situation ih Ft. W ayne, with a view 
in increasing the price to the pro­ 
ducer without eost increase to 
the 
consumer«. The milk producers were 
brought together and induced to or­ 
ganize, pooling their produet for sale 
for five years through their associa­ 
tion. The original plan was to retail 
milk dim ff to consum er and 
each 
farm er producer signed a note for 
$30 for each milk eow on his place. 
The Assootation was incorporated 
and a retail plant purchased- 
The 
distributors who heretofore had a s ­ 
sumed a very unfriendly and a n ta ­ 
gonistic attitude before, upon 
the 
announcement of the purchase of the 
plant, asked for a meeting to 
dis­ 
cuss probability 
of 
co-ojH*ration. 
The meeting was called and 
after 
many other conferences a 
contract 
was drawn up and signed by 
ahouj 
twelve of the larger distributors and 
I the 
Dairy 
M arketing 
Association 
whereby the distributors contracted 
to purchase all of their milk

cream from the Association on 
the 
latters weights and tests, the Asso­ 
c ia tio n agreeing not to engage in the 
I retail business. The present' price is

PORK VERY RAPIDLY 


W. S. Walker, of Jefferson County 


has 4C acres, of soybeans. On a field 
of 12 acres, Mr: Walker has 75 hogs 
that-were turned rf one month ago 
and at that time they weighed 50 to 
75 pounds. They had been fed. bran 
and shorts but after- they 
were 


turned into the beans, this feed-was 
stopped. They now weigh about 160 
pounds showing what a very rapid 
gain on soybeans alone that 
hogs 


will make. Ini addition to the hogs, 
three weeks ago, ten head of cows 
were, turned in on the 
same field 


each night. Before turning the cows 
in they received blue grass pasture 
and 4 pounds of bran and 
Shorts 


per day with some alfalfa, but this 
ration was discontinued after they 
were turned into tthe soybeans. The 
cows gained five gallons of milk and 
produced $3 m6r* butter fat 
per

Simple Process Turns Waste Products 


of Mussels Into Good Fertilizer, 


HOB Food and Chicken Fe«d. 


The farmers of this country will' re- 


ceive direct benefit from recent ex- 
periments conducted by the govern- 
ment in conserving the waste products 
of American mussel-fisheries, accord- 
ing to a report recently issued by one 
of the bureaus In the Department of 


• Agriculture.', " .

. 'Crushed mussel shells, from middle 
western streams, have been shown to 
'be the equal of crushed oyster shells 
as a source of lime for laying hens. 
^- The greatest industry connected 
with' the mussel resources of this 
country is that centering around fresh 
water pearl shells. Thousands of dol- 
lars can now be-saved annually by 
the production of poultry grit from 
the waste left after the shell has been 
cut for button blanks. -Defective or 
.jbroken blanks 'are put ino a huge 
-crusher, and the resulting dust has 
been found useful as an ingredient 
for stock food for hogs, at well as 
poultry. 


Another important result of recent 


experiments 'showed' that ^ mussel 
meats may be used for fertiliser and 
also hog food. At the experiment sta- 
tion of the Bureau of Fisheries at 
Falrport, Iowa, ground mussel meats 
have been found to be acceptable to 
chickens when moistened to make a 
mash and mixed with grain. Dry mils' 
sel meats are a suitable food for 
chickens, having about the same value 
.•.s fish meal. 


Last year the Bureau of Fisheries 


rescued approximately 140,000.000 flab 
from the overflow waters of the Mis- 
sissippi valley streams.

SILAGE EXPERIMENTS 


STARTED AT PURDUE 


A great part of the winter feed" of 


the dairy cows of Indiana is made up 
of silage. Corn makes up the most 
of this silcage, but sunflowers, 
be- 


cause of their largo yield, have been 
used with some success as a silage 
i-rop in many parts of the country. 


Last year for the first time sun- 


flower silage was fed to dairy cows 
at the Purdue University Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station, and results 
favorable to sunflower silage were 
obtained in comparing sunflower sil- 
age; mi.ired corn and sunflower sil- 
age and corn silage. A similar trial 
is being started again this fall the 
results of which should be available 
about the first of the year. 


Another silage- experiment is also 


heing started making a comparison 
between the value for milk produc- 
tion of silage made from yellow dent 
corn and that made from a common 
variety of ensilage corn. The ensil- 
age corn has been out-yielding the 
yellow dent com in tonnage, 
and 


this comparison is expected to show 
the relative milk producing value of 
these two 'kinds of corn when made 
!nto silage.

$30 for each milk cow on his place. 
The Association was incorporate* 
and a retail ^ plant purchased. ^ The 
distributors who .heretofore had as- 
sumed a very unfriendly and anta- 
gonistic attitude before, upon the 
announcement of the purchase of the 
plant,-asked for a meeting to dis-: 
cusl probability 
of . co-operation. 


The meeting was called and after 
many other conferences a contract 
was drawn up and signed by .ahouj 
twelve of the larger distributors and 
the Dairy Marketing Association 
whereby the distributors contracted 
to purchase all of their milk and 
cream from the Association on the 
latters weights and tests, the Asso- 
ciation agreeing not to engage in, the 
retail business. The present' price is 
$1.85 per 100 Ibs., of 3.5% milk at 
the farmer's gate or $2.25 delivered. 
The new price adjustment will be 
on a 50-50 basis with a guaranteed 
minimum of $2.78 for 3.6% milk. 
When milk retails at 12c per quart 
the Association will receive $2.78 for, 
3.6%.

•"""Indiana Tanner's" 'Guide: That; 


barberry eradication is proving an 


. (effective" control of heavy blaik stem 


rust epidemics 1ms been -demonstra t-: 
ed in a number of c-ases this summer. 
Darin;* the win.ter The Guide carried 
a story in Dr/C. T. .Gregory's .ser- 
ies; which told of the rust spread in 
Rush county from a 
100-year-old 


bush on the Darius Patterson farm 
and gave an account of the damage 
to the crops hi 1922 and preceding 
years. The bnsh was destroyed last 
fall. In 1923 the area was free from 
rust and Mr. Patterson said 
that 


this was the first time his wheat had 
escaped since 1882. 


The Guide also carried a story of 


the severe rust daruajre last year 
which .was traced to common barber- 
ry in Deeatur county near Alert. 
The bushes were destroyed and this 
summer an inspection revealed that 
farmers whose fields were not worth 
harvesting last season had 20 bush-' 
el yields this ye:ir. 


A number of cases pf heavy rust 


closely associated with the common 
barberry were observed this year. In 
Shelby county a field of wheat on the 
Landy Brown farm was planted near 
a large common barberry bush. The 
part of the field nearest this bash 
did not yield over three or four bu- 
shels to the acre, Mr. Brown said, 
because of the severe rust infection. 


Along the bank of the. Plat Rock 


River in another part of the county, 
four large common barberries were 
found. These bushes caused an infec- 
tion in several 
wheat fields just 


across the river. A 35-acre field 
nearest the bushes yielded only 13 
bushels to the acre. The field next 
removed yielded 18 bushcK Other 
fields, farther away, showed higher 
yields. 
. In Randolph county, not far from 
Hnntsville, considerable rust 
was 


noted on a field of wheat. From five 
ito ten rods away two large common 
barberry bushes were found. The 
grain nearest these bushes was heav- 
ily infected and the kernels 
badly 


shriveled. As the distance from 
the 


bush increased the amount of rust 
decreased until it 
finally 
disap- 


peared.
